Police seek another five 
in Thai worker's death

Police have arrested two 
men and charged one of 
them with second-degree 
murder in connection with 
last Sunday’s slaying 
death of 37-year-old 
Apichat Sudsaneh, a 
foreign worker from Thai¬ 
land. 

Michael John Stewart, 21, 
has been charged with sec¬ 
ond-degree murder, rob¬ 
bery, possession of a 
weapon, and three breach¬ 
es from Newfoundland. 

Kyle Anthony Brooks, 18, 
has been charged with rob¬ 
bery and assault. 

Homicide Det. Bill Clark 
says a pair related to the 
case were arrested after po¬ 
lice pulled over one of the 
suspects who was driving a 
vehicle near 96 Street and 
107 Avenue Tuesday. 

“With some keen ques¬ 
tioning, and some phone 
calls made to our office, we

were able to identify our 
first suspect,” said Clark. 

“There could be more 
charges on the way, but 
we’re also looking for more 
witnesses.” 

But police say they are 
still looking for five other 
“persons of interest” who 
may be connected with the 
murder. 

Three images of two 
males and three females 
were released to the public 
Thursday. Police say the im¬ 
ages are of the five people 
homicide detectives are 
looking for. 

“We’re not necessarily 
looking at them as suspects 
at this time, but we need to 
talk to them to find out 
how they are involved,” 
said Clark.

Motorcyclists roaring over noise

Some motorcyclists are 
revved up with anger after 
city council voted in 
favour of a bylaw this 
week that makes it illegal 
to ride a bike that's louder 
than 96 decibels. 

Council voted in favour 
of the bylaw Wednesday 
night that will soon see 
noisy motorcyclists facing 
a $250 fine for each of¬ 


fence. 

Ray Rozon, a service 
manger at Harley David¬ 
son Motorcycles of Edmon¬ 
ton, says city council is 
“segregating motorcy¬ 
clists” since loud noises 
don’t always come from 
motorcycles. 

“I am not going to 
change how I ride my 
bike,” said Rozon, who has 
been an avid motorcyclist 
for 38 years. 

“If (the police) are going 
to give me a ticket over 



this, I will just have to 
fight it... I’ve told others to 
fight it. 

“This is totally unfair 
with what the city is doing 
here. ” 

Dave Thiele was the only 
councillor who voted 
against the plan be¬ 
cause, he says, the bylaw 
discriminates against mo¬ 
torcyclists, but police say 
it doesn’t have the 
equipment to test the 
other vehicles. 

Edmonton’s police 


service has reportedly pur¬ 
chased eight sound meters 
to enforce the 
bylaw.

Almost 20 years since 'don't ask, don't tell' abolished

In the past 20 years, the 
Canadian Forces has gone 
from being a homophobic 
organization that actively 
hounded out gay and les¬ 
bian members, to one of 
the world’s leading advo¬ 
cates of open integration. 

Rana Sioufi, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Forces, says 
after abolishing the don’t 
ask, don’t tell policy in 
1992, the armed forces no 
longer has a specific policy 
for gay and lesbian mem¬ 
bers and uniformed person¬ 
nel regularly march in 
Pride parades and marry in 
base chapels. 

“Members who are same- 
sex partners are entitled to 
the same respect and digni¬ 
ty as heterosexual married 
couples or common-law 
partners,” Sioufi says. 

That’s a long way from 
the treatment Michelle 
Douglas received in 1989. 
She complied with the se¬ 
cretive policy by not reveal¬ 
ing she was a lesbian, but 



the Special Investigations 
Unit kicked in the closet 
door. Douglas was interro¬ 
gated on the suspicion she 
was gay and ultimately dis¬ 
missed on the grounds that 
she was “not advantageous¬ 
ly employable due to homo¬ 
sexuality.” 

“ft was a very, very differ¬ 
ent time,” the Toronto 
woman says. “There was a 
sense that gays in the mili¬ 
tary were somehow tanta¬ 
mount to criminals. It was a 
really sad approach.” 

Douglas fought back in 
court and her action led to 
the Forces abandoning

don’t ask, don’t tell in 1992.

That experience is being 
studied carefully south of 
the border, where U.S. Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama is 
poised to repeal the don’t 
ask, don’t tell policy U.S. 
armed forces installed in 
1993. 

Halifax resident Jennifer 
Paty saw its effects first 
hand during her sparkling 
20-year career in the U.S. 
Navy, which ended in 1994. 
The second she was out of 
the forces, she came out of 
the closet and has since

The city will be partying 
with pride for the next 
week as Edmonton 2010: A 
Pride Odyssey will be cele¬ 
brating 30 years of bring¬ 
ing the gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender com¬ 
munity together. 

From June 11 to June 20, 
the city will be covered in 
rainbows, pink feathers 
and festive crowds. There 
will be dancing in the 
streets, drag shows, and of 
course, a parade to end all 
parades. 

“There are 65 parade en¬ 
tries this year compared to 
54 last year,” said Colleen 
Sutherland, a spokesper¬ 
son for Pride Week and 
president of Womonspace, 
a group for lesbians. 

This year’s parade mar¬ 
shal will be Team Edmon¬ 
ton — a group of gay peo¬ 
ple who organize team 
sports for the entire com¬ 
munity. The parade itself 
starts on Jasper Avenue 
and 108 Street and winds 
up at Churchill Square. 

“It’s best to be on the 
south side of Jasper Av¬ 
enue for the best views,” 
Sutherland said. “It’s im¬ 
portant to note that the pa¬ 
rade starts at 1 p.m. this 
year, which is an hour ear¬ 
lier than previous years.” 

Events celebrating the 
spirit of camaraderie, hon¬ 
our, pride and respect will 
be happening throughout 


the city for the next 10 
days. 

Events like the Big 
Queer Dance-A-Thon (Fri¬ 
day, June 11 at the PRISM 
Bar and Grill), Celebration 
on the Square (Saturday, 
June 12 at Churchill 
Square after the parade), 
and a Queer History Bus 
Tour (Monday, June 14 at 
the Citadel Theatre), to 
name a few. 

Sutherland said Pride 
Week has been happening 
in Edmonton for the past 
30 years, but she’s really 
seen the growth over the 
past five years. “Speaking 
from a personal point of 
view, being gay is certainly 
easier than it used to be,” 
she said. “Doing what I’m 
doing now for the Pride 
Week Society, I probably 
wouldn’t have done five 
years ago just because I’m 
a mother and I have kids 
and it wasn’t as socially ac¬ 
ceptable to be out.” 

Now that the acceptance 
is there, for the most part, 
Sutherland said even the 
straight community is 
catching. 

“The straight world has 
jumped on board because 
they’re realizing there are 
going to be probably about 
28,000-30,000 people at 
the square or at different 
events throughout the 
week,” she said. “What a 
better way to advertise 
than to get into a parade 
for free with a market of 
about 25,000 down at the 
square.”

Bail hearings

The World Cup 
work dilemma 


Jeff Cooper is one of the 
lucky ones. 

As head of marketing for 
Adidas Canada, one of six 
global sponsors of the FIFA 
World Cup, he’s expected 
to watch at least part of 
the games while at work. 

But for many other soc¬ 
cer fans, it’s going to be 
tricky catching the games 
live during the work day, 
when most games will be 
played, especially if you 
work in an emergency serv¬ 
ices such as policing or 
health care. 

Studies show absen¬ 
teeism soars during special 
events such as the 
Olympics and the FIFA 
World Cup, which involves 
at least six hours of play a 
day for the next 30 days. 

Because of the seven- 
hour time difference, in 
Canada most the games 
will be broadcast live and 
streamed online during 
the work day, starting at 8 
a.m. MST Friday with the 
opening match between 
South Africa and Mexico. 


CBC plans to replay the 
most popular games dur¬ 
ing prime-time evening 
hours. But for die-hard 
fans, it’s not the same. 

So what are the options? 

Some may resort to call¬ 
ing in sick while others 
may tiy to secretly watch 
the games on their desktop 
computers, a trend dubbed 
“virtual absenteeism.” 

And while technically 
you can get fired for playing 
hooky, especially if you’ve 
got a bad track record in 
that area, most employers 
will be lenient during spe¬ 
cial events, legal and em¬ 
ployee benefit experts say. 

“If somebody’s been a 
model employee, only mi¬ 
nor discipline would be ap¬ 
propriate. A reprimand or a 
warning,” said Brian 
Smeenlc, a Toronto lawyer. 

“If the person has a 
record of unauthorized ab¬ 
sences, more serious disci¬ 
pline would be appropriate, 
up to and including dis¬ 
missal.”

Women bigger flirts than men: Survey 


You’re at a funeral. You 
spot someone hot. What 
do you do? 

The heck with grieving. 
You strike up a conversa¬ 
tion, said 55 per cent of 
women and 45 per cent of 
men in an online flirting 
survey. And some would 
go even further: More 
than one-third of the men 
and about one-fifth of the 
women would ask the hot- 
tie out — while still sur¬ 
rounded by mourners. 

Although the survey did¬ 
n’t delve into favourite fu¬ 
neral pickup lines — “My, 
black becomes you” — it 
did reveal some surprising 
gender gaps: Women tend 
to flirt more than men, 
but men show more ex¬ 


pertise and technical flair. 

“I would have expected 
the women to beat the 
men in general flirting 
and in quality, but I guess 
I’m biased,” said Ilona Jer- 
abelc, president of PsychT- 
ests AIM, a provider of psy¬ 
chological assessment 
products. 

The Montreal-based 
company conducted the 
online flirting test just for 
fun, said Jerabelc. The sur¬ 
vey attracted 3,200 partici¬ 
pants, 1,181 male and 
2,019 female, ages 15 to 
70. 

To lure a member of the 
opposite sex, men’s most 
tried-and-true technique is 
leaning in while talking. 
Women’s saucy strategy is 


looking deep into a guy’s 
eyes, according to the sur¬ 
vey. 

As for types, more 
women tend to be flitty 
flirts, simply having fun, 
anytime, anyplace, with 
anyone. More men are the 
singleminded attention- 
for-sex types, what the sur¬ 
vey calls “carnal flirts.” 

They both turn on the 
sexual charm for practical 
gain. For instance: To get 
out of a ticket, 11 per cent 
of men would flirt shame¬ 
lessly with a female police 
officer. Ditto for eight per 
cent of women with a 
male police officer. 

To get a better deal on a 
car, 20 per cent of men 
would rev up the randi¬ 


ness with a female sales 
agent — and six per cent 
would even date her to 
knock down the price. Ten 
per cent of women would 
toss the hair and bat the 
eyelashes for a male sales 
agent. 

When it comes to flirt¬ 
ing, both sexes are far 
from honourable.

million. 

He says the documents 
don’t show the cost of 
trips by the premier, ener¬ 
gy minister or NB Power 
staff, or the work of gov¬ 
ernment lawyers and civil 
servants.

There are 32 countries 
competing in the World 
Cup, but there are more 
than 250 countries in the 
world. That means 
millions of people will 
have to figure out another 
way to choose their team. 

For many Canadians, it’s 
easy to adopt another na¬ 
tion for the next 30 days be¬ 
cause of our diverse her¬ 
itage. Some may have par¬ 
ents that came from Eng¬ 
land, or immigrated from 
Nigeria, while others wiH 
root for Argentina because 
of the brilliant Lionel Messi. 
For those of us still undecid¬ 
ed, why not look to the 
team’s nicknames for inspi¬ 
ration? 

The nicknames for all the 
World Cup participants can 
be split into four groups: 
Colours; animals; histori¬ 
cal/national roots; and bor¬ 
ing. The latter category wiH 
be ignored for obvious rea¬ 
sons.

In 1979 a soldier is blown 
up on a sand dune by a 
landmine.

That set up doesn’t sug¬ 
gest the movie is a whimsi¬ 
cal French comedy, but in 
the mind of the ingenious di¬ 
rector Jean-Pierre Jeunet this 
leads to a stoiy in which that 
man befriends a surreal 


group of garbage-dump¬ 
dwelling eccentrics who 
help him take down the 
arms dealers. 

The team includes a hu¬ 
man cannonball, a border¬ 
line autistic math genius, 
and an old man who can 
make art and complicated 
devices out of salvaged trash. 

Micmacs feels like a 
loveletter to movies from di¬ 
rector Jean-Pierre Jeunet, 
combining the pitch black 
humour and dark subject 
matter of his early work like 
Delicatessen with the light¬ 
hearted romantic whimsy 
he employed in Amelie. 


Jeunet started out as a car¬ 
toonist and Micmacs feels 
like a live-action cartoon, 
filled with expressive cine¬ 
matography and stylized art 
direction that bares 
favourable comparison to 
the works of Tim Burton or 
Terry Gilliam. 

The movie won’t be for 
eveiyone as the mix of dark 
subject matter and slapstick 
comedy will inevitably an¬ 
noy as much as it enthralls.

As catchphrases go, “I love 
it when a plan comes 
together” is a particular 
1980s standout.

The 21st century ver¬ 
sions of Face (Bradley Coop¬ 
er), Murdoch (Sharlto Cop¬ 
ley) and B.A. Baracus (Quin¬ 
ton “Rampage” Jackson) 
work well, with Jackson the 
weakest link — and some¬ 
how not very threatening, 
considering his Ultimate 
Fighting Championship 


background. Copley, 

though, is a standout, div¬ 
ing into the craziness of 
Murdoch with vigour. 

As is fitting with a big, 
loud summer movie, the 
action sequences are spec¬ 
tacular, including a truck 
heist on the streets of Bagh¬ 
dad and a massive stunt in¬ 
volving a tank, a parachute 
and the fast-approaching 
ground. 

These set-pieces are 


where the film really 
comes alive. It’s just that 
there’s too much talking 
between them. 

And a lot of that talk is 
recapping plot points or 
flashing back to earlier 
scenes, a sign the filmmak¬ 
ers don’t trust their audi¬ 
ence to keep up.

Young Smith kicks it up

review To anyone alive in 
the 1980s, the Karate Kid 
legend is a familiar one. In 
this reboot, Jaden Smith 
(son of Will and Jada) stars 
in the role Ralph Macchio 
made a Reagan era icon. 

The story’s been fresh¬ 
ened by a move to Beijing 
but the filmmakers wisely 
kept the underdog coming- 
of-age tale front and centre. 

Smith plays Dre, a cocky 
12-year-old recession vic¬ 
tim. “There’s nothing left 
for us in Detroit,” says his 
mother (Taraji P. Henson) 
as they pack up and move 
so she can take a job at a 
Beijing car factory. There 
Dre is an outsider, experi¬ 
encing clashes, both cul¬ 
tural and personal. 

Falling for a pretty class¬ 
mate (Wenwen Han) he 


runs afoul of schoolyard 
bully Cheng (Zhenwei 
Wang) who opens up a 40- 
ounce can of Bruce Lee on 
the newcomer. Alone and 
bruised Dre befriends main¬ 
tenance man and lcung fu 
master Mr. Han (Jackie 
Chan) who becomes the Yo- 
da to Dre’s Jedi. Han edu¬ 
cates his pupil on the disci¬ 
pline of lcung fu — there’s 
no actual karate in the 
movie! —while Dre teaches 
his master a thing or two 
about real courage. 

Smith is the film’s cen¬ 
terpiece. He’s clearly still a 
novice, but has inherited 
the best bits of his mother 
and father’s collective gene 
pools (he got his mother’s 
ears! Yay!) and has charisma 
to bum. He’s not going to 
win an Academy Award for 
this one, but he capably 
carries a great deal of the 
movie on his 12-year-old 
back. He’s ably assisted by 
co-star Jackie Chan, who af¬ 
ter truly awful, The Spy 
Next Door brings warmth 
and personality to Mr. Han.

Album sales collapsed 
catastrophically in May. 
For the week ending May 
30, only 4,984,000 albums 
were sold in all of Ameri¬ 
ca. That’s new releases 
AND catalogue titles sold 
by everyone from Wal- 
Mart on down. It’s estimat¬ 
ed that sales haven’t 
sucked this much since 
sometime in the 1970s. 
Compare that to the good 
ol’ days of December 2000 
when 45.4 million albums 
moved out of stores in a 
single week. 

It’s been a perfect storm, 
really. A lack of major re¬ 
leases combined with in¬ 
creasing interest in a la 
carte digital sales (i.e. a 
preference to buy individ¬ 
ual songs rather than full 
albums) has created a neg¬ 
ative vector. 

And although we may 
see seasonal spikes in

That means users 
can listen to songs without 
having to connect to the 
Internet. Too bad Canadi¬ 
ans are still being shut out 
of this technology.

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Seafood-stuffed 

Flounder 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 leg fresh or frozen and 
thawed skinless flounder, 
sole, or other fish fillets 
500 g fresh sea scallops or 
peeled, deveined, fresh 
large shrimp 

1 package frozen chopped 
spinach 

1 medium onion, chopped 

1 cup low-sodium herb 

stuffing mix 

1/2 cup light sour cream 

1/4 cup grated Parmesan 

cheese 

1 large egg, lightly beatens 
Paprika 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse fish and pat dry. 

In large pot, bring 4 cups 
water to boil; add scallops 
and cook 1 to 3 minutes or 
just until scallops turn 
opaque. Drain scallops; 
cut into quarters. Cook 
spinach and onion accord¬ 
ing to directions on 
spinach package; drain 
well, pressing out excess 
liquid with paper towels. 
In medium-size bowl, us¬ 
ing heavy spoon, slightly 
crush stuffing mix. Stir in 
spinach-onion mixture, 


stuffing mix, sour cream, 
Parmesan cheese and egg. 
Mix well. Carefully stir in 
scallops. 

2. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). Measure length of 
fillets. Cut long fillets or 
overlap thinner ends of 2 
short fillets to make 
pieces 18 to 20 cm in 
length. Spread about 1/2 
cup of scallop mixture 
evenly on top of each fish 
piece. Roll fish pieces up, 
starting from narrow 
ends. Secure each roll 
with toothpicks. Place 
rolls, seam side down, in 
lightly greased 33 cm x 23 
cm x 5 cm baking dish. 

3. Bake 20 to 25 minutes 
or until fish flakes when 
tested with fork. To serve, 
carefully remove 
toothpicks and sprinkle 
fish rolls with paprika.
